This brought Beck, of Kentucky, to his feet 
with great energy, to protest against the course 
of Mr. Garfield in scolding members of the 
House for doing that which they felt that they 
ought todo, The point was a very fine one, and 
was fully appreciated when Beck himself began 
to scold the Appropriation Committee, and 
was brought toa stop by Parker, ‘of Missouri, 
who pointed out the circumstances.

There is very little encouragement for tax- 
payers in the treatment the House of Represent- 
atives has given the bill prepared by the Appro- 
priations Committee to forestall any expenditure 
on public buildings which have not yet been be- 
gun. At the time the Departments were re- 
quested, in the face of a threatened deficit of 
$40,000,000 this year, to revise their estimates, 
Supervising Architect Mullett stated that several 
millions might be saved by not constructing a 
large number of public buildings which had been 
authorized. A bill covering this economy, pre- 
pared by the Appropriations Committee, was sub- 
mitted to the House yesterday, and, spparently in 
pursuance of a preconcerted plan, at once referred 
to the Public Buildings Committee. Gen. Gar- 
field tried hard to have it sent back to his Com- 
mittee, which would have reported it favorably 
without loss of time, but a majority of the mem- 
bers evidently preferred to bury it. Gen. Gar- 
field, in the subsequent debate on the Army 
Appropriation bill, said that this action of the 
House discouraged his hopes of retrench- 
ment, and led him to believe that the Represent- 
atives were in favor of any economies except 
those that were proposed to them. 


The Army Appropriation bill was before the 
House of Representatives yesterday, and was 
debated at great length. It appropriates $28,- 
449,916. As it came originally from the War 
Department it called for $34,881,618, an increase 
of nearly four millions over the appropriation of 
last year. The demand of the House for a re- 
vision of the estimates brought it down to 
$32,762,716, and the Committee on Appropria- 
ations reduced it still further to its present 
amount, so that altogether it has been cut 
down more than $6,000,000. This reduction of 
appropriations embraces, among other things, a 
reduction of the army by 5,000 men. The burden 
of the debate on the bill seemed to be favorable 
to still more retrenchment, if needed. Gen. 
Garfield said very forcibly that if the army was 
large enough four years ago, when the South 
was turbulent and the future uncertain, it was 
certainly too large now. Mr. Coburn, Chairman 
of the Military Committee, advocated a reduc- 
tion of men, officers, and the general expensas of 
the entire military establishment. He sees no 
reason for maintaining any considerable force 
except on the Indian frontier. 

HOW THE TAX-GRAB LAW WORKS. 

The proposed repeal of the tax-grabbing law 
of 1869 is now before the Legislature. Under 
the operation of that act, the assessment of real 
and personal property for State taxation in 1868 
was made a standard, so that whemever any coun- 
ty, town, city, or district should contract a debt 
by giving ita bonds in aid of any railroad, and 
said bonds were registered in the office of the 
State Auditor, then it was provided that any 
tax collected for State purposes upon the in- 
crease in the assessed value of property in such 
county, town, city, or district, over the assessed 
value in 1868, should be diverted from the reve- 
nue of the State, and be held by the State 
Treasurer to the Credit of such municipality, and 
be applied to the payment of the principal or in- 
terest of said bonds. It was also provided that 
all the State taxes collected from the property 
of such aided railroads should be held 
in the same manner. The deficiency thus 
created in the State, revenue was to be 
supplied by an increased rate of tax on all the 
other property in the State. The assessments 
trom 1868 to 1878 differed so little from the as- 
sessment of the former year that the operation 
of the law attracted no attention; but in 1878, 
there having been over $800,000,000 increase in 
the total State assessment, the swindle assumed 
gigantic proportions, and hundreds of appeals 
to the Courts have been taken. The amount of 
the issue of these bonds is thus shown : 

44 counties have issued bonds for 


It will be seen that 57 counties have no county 
bonds or debi of this kind, but in 24 counties 
such debts have been increased by some of the 
minor subdivisions, cities, and townships. Like 
indebtedness has been incurred by towns in coun- 
ties which have also issued railroad-aid bonds; 
125 towns in the 24 counties having also issued 
such bonds. We therefore have this liability 
owed by the following municipalities: 44 coun- 
ties and 131 towns in the same counties, and 
125 towns in the counties which owe no such 
debts. 

The State Auditor has estimated that the in- 
crease in the assessment of the debtor towns 
and counties over 1878 would be 620, 000, 000. 
We have computed the total equalized assess- 
ments in 1868 and in 1878 in 44 counties (not 
including Kane, Will, Knox, Winnebago, for rea- 
sons given further on), and they compare as fol- 
lows:

We have also compared the assessments in 84 
counties in which there is no such debt, either 
by counties or towns, and the result is as fol- 
lows :

The direct operation of this law may be fairly 
shown by taking the tax levied for 1873 on these 
two classes of counties. The levy for revenue 
purposes is 27-10 mills, and these counties, 
therefore, will be assesed as follows:

under the Grab law, the $683,947, instead of go- 
ing into the State Treasury, is applied on these 
local debts; so that, in fact, the thirty-four 
counties pay a tax for State purposes of 2 mills 
and 7-10 on their valuation, while the forty-four 
counties pay into the State Treasury, for State 
purposes, less than 8-10 of amill. The thirty- 
four counties pay into the State Treasury, for 


State purposes, $1,570,268, which is the tax, at 


the rate of 2 mills and 7-10 on their valuation of 
6581, 881, 419; while the forty-four counties pay 
into the State Treasury, for State purposes, 
$326,018, which is less than 8-10 of 1 mill on 
their valuation of $411,096,958. This makes « 
difference of 1 mill and 9-10 in the rate of tax 
collected from the two classes of counties for 
State purposes, and this in defiance of the con- 
stitutional requirement that the rate of taxes 
shall be uniform. To show how this works, we 
have compiled the following table, giving the 
exact amount of eztra taz levied on the counties 
named, for the purpose of making good this de- 
ficiency : 


County, because there is but one town in that 
county that owesa debt of this kind; LaSalle 
and Kendall Counties, because their railroad 
indebtedness has been declared void by the Su- 
preme Court; Will County, because only one 
town owes any debt, and that is only $6,000; 
and Winnebago County, which has but onetown 
in debt. 

Assuming that the Auditor’s estimate of the 
increased valuation in the property chargeable 
with this debt, since 1868, is $320,000,000, and 
as we have located $253,314,225 of this increase 
in the forty-four counties which owe county 
debts, the other $66,285,775 resta with the towns 


in those other counties where there is no 


county debt of this kind, and township property 
aloneis bound. The gross assessment for 1873 
in these twenty-four counties was $348,681, 465. 
These counties, through their representatives in 
the Legislature, are the most strenuous uphold- 
ers of the law, but they are sadly victimized by 
its operations. We have not the detailed informa- 
tion to show how it affects each of them, but, 


These counties in the aggregate get the drawback 
on the $66, 285,775, and pay the increased tax on the 
$282,395,690. Thése counties are Bureau, Cham- 
paign, Effingham, Fayette, Fulton, Henry, Iro- 
quois, Kane, Kankakee, Lee, Livingston, Madi- 
son, Mercer, Morgan, Ogle, Pratt, Rock Island, 
Shelby, St. Clair, Stark, Vermilion, Whiteside, 
and Woodford. Under the tax of 1878 they are 
entitled to a drawback and pay as a considera- 
tion therefor as follows: 


Extra tax of 9-10 mill on $282,395,690 
Draw back of 2 mills 7-10 on $66,286,775 


So it will be seen that these counties pay a 
heavy annual penalty for their share of the rob- 
bery. They pay $254,155 annually for the privi- 
lege of getting $179,171 allowed to such of their 
towns as owe these railroad-aid debts. That kind 
of plunder is expensive. In the case of some 
counties the account is worse than the average. 
Thus, Madison County pays $22,495 extra tax 
every year, and gets a drawback of about $7,000. 
The whole railroad-aid debt in that county is 
only $48,000, and all due by one town ; the extra 
tax paid by the whole county would pay the debt 
of Edwardeville in two years. The same thing 
exists, substantially, in St. Clair, Fayette, Ful- 
ton, Kane, Morgan, Ogle, ‘Bock Island, Shelby, 
and perhaps others. 

We have thus given in detail the opera- 
tions of this law, which, though passed in 
1869, begins its nefarious operation practic- 
ally under the assessment of 1878. That it 
provides for systematized robbery is perfectly 
clear. That it destroys uniformity in taxation is 
equally evident. That it is for the benefit of the 
holders of these bonds, many of which are illegal 
and fraudulent, is notorious, Such a law is a 
disgrace to the intelligence and honesty of the 
State, and should be expunged from the statute- 
book by an unanimous vote. If such a law can be 
enforced, there 1s no protection to property in the 
State ; the supposed defenses and guarantees of 
the Constitution are utterly overthrown, ex- 
punged, and e 


CONSEQUENCES OF CURRENCY INFLATION. 

In a recent article we sketched the usual and 
inevitable course of currency inflation, viz.: 
the delusion of superabundant wealth, extrava- 
gant living, reckless speculation, the waste of cap- 
ital, a “crisis,” want, especially among the labor- 
ing classes, and intense dissatisfaction and 
demorslization among the ignorant. Such is 
the almost necessary concatenation of phenom- 
ena attending the inflation of the currency,— 
extravagance, speculation, waste, the crisis ; 
followed by a second inflation, extravagance, 
speculation, waste, and another crisis. The in- 
crease in the volume of the circulating medium 
depending only on the will of Congress, and the 
will of Congress being influenced by the popular 
will, any circumstance which sufficiently ang- 
ments the public desire for more currency will 
produce it. And, in estimating how much the 
people may desire inflation, it ought to be borne 
fn mind that all debtors have a direct and im- 
mediate interest in expansion. 80 has Govern- 
ment, since in its own inconvertible paper it pays 
most of ite liabilities. So have the individual 
members of Congress, since in it they discharge 
their debts. So have taxpayers, since the issue 
of more currency relieves the Government tem- 
porarily of the necessity of levying onerous 
taxes. A war with any country would be very 
apt to afford an excuse for undue expansion. To 
borrow the money necessary to carry on such a 
war, by a country with only a psper currency and 
an already enormous debt, might be found diff- 
cult; while to raise it by direct taxation would 
be scarcely attempted. To raise it by an iufla- 
tion of the currency is so subtle a way of pro- 
ceeding that it spparently injures no one, and 
the temptation to resort to it is, therefore, ex- 
coedingly great. 

Nor is a great war the only cause which might

work of gold, why should it borrow money or 
tax the people ? 

A commercial crisis is not the only consequence 
of inflation. The depreciatson of the currency 
itself, and the influence of that deprecia- 
tion on the fortune of every member 
of the community, must not be lost sight 
of. The demand for currency w not 
unlimited. Money has certain specific functions 
to fulfill. To fulfill these functions a certain 
quantity is needed. Once this amount is 
reached, any addition to the currency is followed 
by its own depreciation. If, forthe sake of U- 
lustration, we suppose that at a given time, in a 
given country, the needs of btisiness demand 
$100,000,000. So long as the paper currency does 
not exceed this amount it is at par, provided the 
Government that issues it is a strong one, ‘at 
peace with all the world, and that there is no 
doubt entertained of its permanency. If now an 
additional issue of $100,000,000 be made,—the 
demand for money not having increased on ac- 
count of the number of exchanges that must be 
made with it,—the volume of the currency is 
doubied, but its value or purchasing power re- 


Extra tar. mains the same. The dollar has, therefore, depre- 


ciated one-half. If a third $100,000,000 be emit- 
ted, the dollar loses two-thirds of its value or 
purchasing power; and, if a tenth $100,000,000 
be issued, the dollar purchases only one-tenth 
of what it did before the currency was inflated 
beyond the volume demanded by the business 
needs of the country. Therefore, a contract 
made when the currency was at par for the pay- 
ment of $1,000 is now discharged by $100,—the 
real dollar, or value-dollar, being substituted by 
the name-dollar, and the payment made in a 
name instead of a thing. And so, an annuity of 
$10,000 dwindles down to $1,000. A debt due 
for the purchase of a house of $20,000 is dis- 
charged by $2,000. ; 

Let us now glance at another matter: how 
easily each successive isste of $100,000,000, say, 
leeds to continually decreasing results, and be- 
comes more onerous and disastrous to the na- 
tion. 

When the Government has issued as much 
currency as is needed to carry on the business of 
the country, it has obtained by the issue wealth 
equal in value to the specie which it has dis- 
placed. If ite paper is inconvertible, the effect 
of the issue is the same as the confiscation of 
so much gold. It is, in fact, the confiscation of 
the gold and silver circulating in the 
country. Let us suppose this value to 
be represented by $100,000,000 specie. If 
now for any reason the Government must in- 
crease its resources by an equal amount of real 
wealth, it cannot accomplish it by another issue 
of $100,000,000 paper, since the addition of 
$100,000, 000 to the currency will now bring only 
$50,000,000 worth of real wealth. In like maa- 
ner, a fourth issue of $100,000,000 will bring on- 
ly $25,000,000. A table will illustrate this: 


Real wealth, 
First issue of $100,000,000 paper yen 


Thus, while by issuing $100,000,000 only, the 
State obtains $100,000,000 wealth, by issuing 10 
times as much it does not obtain 3 times the 
wealth it obtains by the first $100,000,000. Such 
is the inevitable result of depreciation. By the 
first $100,000,000 the State confiscates $100,- 
000,000 goid, by the second $50,000,000 worth of 
the property of its citizens, by the fourth 623, 
000,000, ete. 

There are other causes of depreciation,—the 
hopes and fears of the people, the incoming or 
outgoing of an Administration, war, or rumors 
of war. On the caprice of the people, on the 
arbitrary will of Congress, on the clamor of the 
public, on the fears and the hopes of the nation, 
in peace or war, in the fluctuations of opinion, on 
the caprice of the elements, on the winds, and 
the rains, and the frosts, on light and shade,— 
such is the sandy foundation on which our cur- 
reney rests, our commerce, our contracts, and 
our fortunes. Any great variation in one of 
these, and fortunes change hands; debtors or 
creditors are robbed; all commerce becomes 
speculation, and all legitimate business impossi- 
ble. 

In all we have said we do not deny that a 
perfect paper currency is imaginable. We grant 
that it is; but a good inconvertible paver cur- 
rency is not imaginable so long as human nature 
and human government remain what they are. 
When human governments become as permanent 
as the eternal hille,—if there are any eternal 
hills,—omnipotent, omniscient, and incorruptible, 
they may be able to regulate a paper currency as 
well as a specie-paying currency regulates itself. 
Till that time comes, an irredeemable paper 
currency is a black cloud overhanging all busi- 
ness, threatening all interests, public and pri- 
vate, and constituting a permanent menace to 
society itself. 


THE BOSTON SCHOOL BOARD. 

The Boston ladies who were elected to seats 
in the School Board seem to be traveling a hard 
road. Immediately after their election, the 
conservative element in Boston which lives in 
the Beacon street swell-fronts vigorously oppos- 
ed them. The press, on the other hand, as 
vigorously defended them. Then the City 
Atterney solemnly delivered his official opinion 
that it was unconstitutional for the ladies to 
serve. The press thereupon retorted that the 
City Attorney didn't know what he was talking 
about, and had written other opinions which had 
not been consonant with law and Supreme Court 
rulings. The community soon began to take 
sides, and tne great majority sided with the 
ladies. Their most vigorous opponents were the 
old conservative fellows who wear stand-up 
collars and do business on State street 
and never go out of the city, because there is no 
place out of the city. At last, the School Board 
iteelf commenced agitating the question, and 
weeks, terminating finally in the passage of a 
resolution declaring the seats of the lady-mem- 
bers vacant. 

Tho action of the School Board now places the 
question in s new position, and, if the ladies de- 
sire to ocoupy their seats, it will be incumbent 
upon them to carry their case tothe Supreme 
Court. This will undoubtedly be done, as the 
great majority of the people of Boston desire 
ter qualified for the position than the gentlemen 
who areserving.

Handy Andy is once more at his old tricks. It 
will be remembered that this interesting young 
gentleman with a penchant for bur glary was 
arrested, in 1969, for “going through” several 
houses.

The War- 
den became alarmed, the physician became 
alarmed, the Penitentiary Commissioners be- 
came alarmed, crowds of maudlin women be- 
came alarmed, and even some of his victims be- 
came alarmed. The aggregate alarm so affected 
the Executive that he, too, became alarmed, and 
issued his pardon. The interesting young crea- 
ture was thereupon released, and, as he turned 
bis back upon his less fortunate and less con- 
sumptive companions, he plaintively remarked 
to the Warden that he was going home to die, 
whereupon we presume the tender Warden shed 
tears. The result of all this gullible. stupidity 
is shown by the fact that Handy Andy has re- 
coyered from his consumption and is now at his 
old tricks. 

There are cases in the history of crime where 
it is difficult not to admire the strategy, brill- 
iancy, and courage of the operator. Some great 
criminals have manifested a grandeur, breadth, 
dignity, and dazzling style which has amounted, 
if not to a manifestation of genius, at least to a 
fine art. Handy Andy has never, however, 
developed anything of the sort. He has 
a certain dash of impudence when 
he knows that he can exercise his 
impudence with impunity, but he has none of 
the qualities of the Fra Diavolo in crime. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that this time there will be 
no nonsense over him. The police should be on 
the alert to apprehend him and send him back to 
Joliet to resume his consumption. If the officers 
have not skill enough to capture him, it isto be 
hoped that he will before long encounter some 
householder not afflicted with maudlin ideas 
who will put a bullet through him, and thus re- 
lieve the community of a pest, After the ex- 
periences of three years ago, there ig no excuse 
for allowing him to continue his operations any 
length of time.

HARVARD UNIVERSITY. 

The annual report of the President of Harvard 
University for the year 1872-3 has just been 
printed at the University Press. Its history of 
the past and its suggestions for the future are 
alike of value.

commits ten tunes the number of crimes that 
the educated one does. 

D., 
on the relation between crime and education, he 
draws the following conclusions :
